The newly-formed Morgan County 
Salvation Army service unit is ringing 
bells at local businesses to collect money 
for the needy, with volunteers garnering 
nearly $1,700 in donations.

Gift cards are a popular present ev- 
ery holiday season. It’s estimated that 
more than 18 billion dollars will be spent 
this year on the present for the hard-to- 
shop for friend or family member. Now, 
crooks have found a way to take away 
your holiday gift. 

Here’s how they do it. The crooks 
take a handful of the gift cards and write 
down all the numbers on the back, and 
then put the cards back on the rack. The 
criminal waits a couple of days and then 
calls the 800-number on the back to see 
if the card has been activated. When they 
find one with a cash value they go on- 
line and shop. Thieves also take advan- 
tage of the fact that many brick and 
mortar stores will allow you to pick up 
your on-line order at the store, and all 
you need is your receipt. 

To protect yourself, the Better Busi- 
ness Bureau recommends you don’t buy 



Shop, Merle Norman, Steppin’ Out On 
Faith, Hi Energy Citgo, and Lenville’s 
Beauty Shop. 

“Our goal is to develop a year-round 
program to serve families and individu- 
als in emergency situations,” Evans said. 
“We are also currently looking into 
working with various local groups in- 
cluding the Ministerial Association and 
Gateway to help distribute funds. Many 
of our volunteers are from Grace Bap- 
tist Church at Malone, Index Commu- 
nity Church, West Liberty Christian 
Church and Gateway.” 

Evans, a member of Grace Baptist 
Church at Malone, said he was initially 
inspired to start a Salvation Army ser- 
vice unit to teach Morgan County teens 
about service. 

“I was led to call the Salvation 
Army,” Evans said. “I thought it would 
be a great volunteer organization for

BBB: 

• If the card comes in a package, make 
sure it hasn’t been tampered with. 

• Make sure the protective seal or 
scratch-off code hasn’t been tampered 
with. 

• When you give a card, keep the re- 
ceipt in case there are problems with it. 

• If you receive a gift card, have it 
scanned before you use it to make sure 
the full value is there. If not, report it to 
the store manager. 

If you give one of these cards as a 
gift, the recipient likely won’t know that 
it’s worthless until weeks later.

Sparks fly 
at court’s 
final meet 

Magistrates override 
Judge Exec., vote to 
pay rent to Co. Atty. 

Last week’s Fiscal Court meeting — 
the final session of the year and the last 
one for three outgoing magistrates — did 
not end without some unexpected fire- 
works. 

The magistrates, by a vote of 4 to 1, 
agreed to a surprise request from County 
Attorney Steve O’Connor that the court 
pay him rent for the use of his law of- 
fice, from which, he said, he has con- 
ducted the legal work required by the 
county for the past 16 years with no 
compensation from the court. 

Noting that O’Connor’s proposal, 
voiced as the meeting was about to ad- 
journ, was not on the agenda and that its 
approval would represent an additional 
long-term financial commitment by the 
county, Judge Executive Tim Conley 
refused to entertain a motion by Magis- 
trate Darris Smith to grant O’Connor’s 
request. 

Conley said he felt the matter should 
be tabled for consideration by the new 
court that takes office in January. 

The court, however overrode 
Conley’s recommendation and voted to 
pay O’Connor $500 a month for the use 
of his law office. Voting aye were out- 
going magistrates Smith, Darrell Patrick, 
and Mike Gevedon, and Magistrate 
Denzil Potter. Magistrate Frankie Spen- 
cer, who said he agreed with Judge 
Conley that the matter should be tabled 
and left to the new court to decide, voted 
nay. 

The court also voted to increase the 
subsidy it allots to O” Connor to help pay 
his clerical workers — from around 
$1,000 a month to $1,140.00 a month. 
The county currently pays for the utili- 
ties for O’Connor’s office. 

In other action, the court voted unani- 
mously to adopt a resolution formally 
releasing $77,000.00 of previously-ap- 
proved coal severance tax money for 
development of an animal shelter to be 
located on the former Valley Farm Store 
property at Grassy Creek. The shelter 
will be operated by the local Helping 
Hands for Animals organization and 
other volunteer help. 

Minutes Of The Fiscal 
Court - Dec. 13, 2006 

County Treasurer Tommy Phipps 
stated that on December 5, the county 
received unbudgeted funds from the 
KACo (Kentucky Association of Coun- 
ties) Leasing Trust in the amount of 
$117,080.04, representing administra- 
tive funds from the Morgan County Li- 
brary project. Phipps proposed using the 
funds to pay back borrowings from the 
budget, leaving an unpaid balance of 
$17,212.25 to be paid at a later date. A 
motion to approve a budget amendment 
to that effect was made by Magistrate

Local schools 
could lose natl. 
forest subsidy 

Rural schools in 42 states, in- 
cluding the Morgan County 
School District, may face budget 
cuts after Congress did not reau- 
thorize the Secure Rural Schools 
and Community Act, which sub- 
sidizes about 4,400 small school 
districts around national forests. 
“Congress first approved it in 
2000 to make up for declining 
revenue in timber-producing areas 
and to guarantee districts a steady 
income. The law was up for re- 
newal this year, but lawmakers 
left Washington on Saturday with- 
out approving it, leaving many 
districts scrambling to replace 
funding that, in a few cases, 
amounts to more than half of their 
budgets,” according to Greg 
Toppo of USA Today. 

Morgan County Superinten- 
dent of Schools Joe Dan Gold said 
the local school district receives 
over $6,600 in national forest sub- 
sidies each year. 

“School advocates say it would 
cost about $430 million to extend 



the law for one year. Unlike many 
funding bills, the forest schools 
act is not part of a continuing 
resolution and would likely have 
to be approved on its own,” writes 
Toppo. “Rural superintendents 
this month are planning a lobby- 
ing blitz as members of Congress 
head home to their districts. It’s 
expected to extend into January 
and February, when lawmakers 
return to Washington for the start 
of the 110th Congress.”

Supplemental Security 
Income (SSI) 

Question: My husband and I 
both receive Supplemental Secu- 
rity Income (SSI). A couple of 
months ago he took a part-time 
job as a doorman for a funeral 
home near our house. My situa- 
tion did not change, but because 
of his work both of us will get less 
in SSI payments. Why is that? 

Answer: Because it is a needs- 
based assistance program, eligi- 
bility for SSI and the amount of 
any benefit payment depend 
largely on the applicant’s income. 
A husband and wife who live to- 
gether normally share their in- 
come. Therefore, when one of 
them applies for SSI, part of the 
other’s income must be counted 
as though it were the applicant’s. 
For more information about this 
aspect of the SSI program, you 
can visit the Social Security 
website at 

www.socialsecurity.gov. Or you 
can call Social Security’s toll-free 
number at 1-800-772-1213 (TTY 
1-800-325-0778) and ask for the 
publication, Supplemental Secu- 
rity Income. 

Question: A few days ago I 
saw a poster that urge people who 
are age 65 or over with limited 
income and resources to apply for 
Supplemental Security Income 
(SSI). I thought I would be eli- 
gible for SSI but my neighbor told 
me that SSI is like a college grant 
program, and that I must figure in 
what my grown children should 
be able to contribute to help sup- 



port me. Is this true? 

Answer: No. Whether you can 
get SSI depends on your actually 
income and resources (the things 
you own). And if you have low 
income and a few resources, you 
may be able to get SSL Your chil- 
dren are not obligated to contrib- 
ute to your support. But if you 
were to receive any support from 
your children, your SSI payment 
would be reduced. For more in- 
formation, you can visit the So- 
cial Security website at 
www.socialsecurity.gov. Or you 
can call Social Security’s toll-free 
number at 1-800-772-1213 (TTY 
1-800-325-0778) and ask for the 
publication, Supplemental Secu- 
rity Income.

.22 caliber shells. Just because it 
was Dec. 7, it was not Pearl Har- 
bor all over again. 

I apologize to the firemen for 
not getting hurt in the line of fire 
while lying in the ditch as about 
30 other citizens, including my- 
self, stood and watched. 

It also was hard for my son to 
give directions to the 911 dis- 
patcher because they had no idea 
where to come to. I thought the 
911 address was supposed to be 
displayed on a computer screen 
for quick and accurate directions.

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With Gen. George Crook on the Rosebud 

Kels Nickell left Morgan County in 1875 to fight in 

Indian Wars - Part 1 of a series

John Nickell emigrated from 
County Tyrone, Ulster, Ireland, to 
Augusta County, Virginia, during 
the 1740s. He married Barbara 
McCombe and they had one 
daughter and six sons. All six sons 
served in the American Revolu- 
tion. One son, Joseph, settled in 
Kentucky circa 1788 He was mar- 
ried to Elizabeth Fowler and they 
had six children. Their son Joseph 
(Big Joseph), born in 1790, was 
a veteran of the War of 1812. He 
married Sally Stewart 1st, then 
Matilda Lindel and they settled in 
what is now Morgan County. Jo- 
seph was the father of thirteen 
children. Joseph and Matilda’s 
son, John Desha, was born Feb- 
ruary 18, 1826, and married 
Priscilla Jane Jones November 8, 
1844. Priscilla was the daughter 
of Ambrose Jones, Jr., and wife, 
Martha Newton. Her grandpar- 
ents were Ambrose (Revolution- 
ary War veteran) and Martha 
Craig Jones and Thomas and 
Nancy Agnes Craig. John Desha 
and Priscilla had seven children, 
Fucretia (Franklin McGuire), Sa- 
rah Ann (Hiram Cisco), Thomas 
J. (died as infant), Thomas New- 
ton “River Tom” (Louisa Francis 
McGuire), Kels Powers (Ann 
Brown, Mary Mahoney), Cynthia 
Margaret (Daniel B. Coffee) and 
James T. Harlan (America Davis). 

Kels Powers Nickell was born 
October 15, 1855, near 

Rockhouse (vital statistics 
records state Rockhouse Creek) 
in Morgan County. The 1860 and 
1870 Morgan County census re- 
ports have his name as Kelsey and 
Kelse. His enlistment and dis- 
charge documents have him listed 
as Kels. He was destined to lead 
a colorful life filled with adven- 
ture and tragedy. Kels was a small 
boy of eight living with his fam- 
ily on their 650 acre Licking 
River farm (later known as the 
Finley Kennard farm). On the bit- 
terly cold night of February 7, 
1863 (the second year of the Civil 
War) a band of “guerrillas” came 
to the Nickell home and stopped 
at the gate. One called out asking 
if John Desha was home. His 
wife, Priscilla, recognized the 
man as John Jackson Nickell, son 
of Fowler and Nancy Brown 
Nickell, and a second cousin to 
her husband. The events that fol- 



lowed were described in later tes- 
timony at John Jackson’s trial by 
Priscilla and in later years told by 
Kels to family members. Re- 
cently, a descendant, Mrs. Ruie 
Nickell, described the events as 
they have been passed down 
through the generations. The 
three sources describe the event 
nearly word for word. 

Priscilla asked how many were 
in the group and John J. Nickell 
replied “There are a plenty.” He 
was “invited” in out of the cold 
and immediately began to berate 
John Desha and refused to shake 
hands. 

He said that he was there in 
regards to a “threat” that John 
Desha had allegedly made against 
his life. John Desha denied mak- 
ing a threat to no avail. John Jack- 
son said that he was there to 
“show you how scalp taking is 
done” and to get out of there or 
“I will blow yours brains out in 
the house”. 

John Desha had been mending 
a pair of shoes for one of the chil- 
dren and asked to be allowed to 
finish but was told that there was 
no time for waiting. He was told 
that he was being escorted to 
Bloomington where he would be 
tried before a Confederate court 
martial for the alleged threat on 
John Jackson’s life. He asked that 
his wife be allowed to visit him 
the next day at Bloomington and 
was told that she could. He must 
have known that he would never 
see his family again as he left the 
warmth and safety of his home 
and stepped into the cold darkness 
with the men. Priscilla and Kels 
both stated that John Desha was 
marched out before the men and 
that was the last time they saw 
him alive. Soon after they left the 
house three shots were heard. 
Priscilla sent one of the older boys 
to her brother’s house a half mile 
away to tell him what had taken 
place. He came and helped search 
for John Desha but no trace of 
him was found. Early the next 
morning at first light Priscilla 
began looking again and found 
him about 300 yards from the 
house in a briar patch over a bank 
near the road. Kels said that his 
father was frozen to the ground 
and had to be “chopped” loose 
before he could be removed for 
burial. Priscilla stated that her

husband had been “shot in the 
back of one shoulder and the right 
arm and was facing away from 
the house” when she found him. 
Two days later on February 9th 
Logan Wilson, a Union sympa- 
thizer, was shot dead after John 
Jackson Nickell was sent to arrest 
him. He was later indicted for the 
killings of Logan Wilson and 
John Deshea Nickell. Lewis 
Henry and John Calvin were in- 
dicted in Morgan County Circuit 
Court for taking part in the Wil- 
son murder. Lewis was later par- 
doned by the Governor of Ken- 
tucky, Thomas E. Bramlette. John 
Jackson Nickell was convicted in 
a Union military court in Cincin- 
nati for the two murders in July, 
1 864. Priscilla testified at the trial 
about the night the band of men 
came to their house and took her 
husband. Nickell was sentenced 
to hang on September 2, 1864, 
and was sent to the Union prison 
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at Johnson’s Island, Ohio, to 
await execution. He was hanged 
on Friday September 2, 1864, and 
buried in the prison cemetery. 

A complete detailed account 
of the events and trial, “Hanging 
Justice” was done by William 
Lynn Nickell. John Desha Nickell 
was buried in the family cemetery 
near his parents. So ended the first 
tragic event in young Kels 
Nickell’s life. Priscilla died in 
1909 and was buried beside her 
husband in a small cemetery on 
their farm. 

The murder of John Desha 
changed the lives of his family 
forever. Priscilla and five of her 
children stayed on at the farm for 
a few years. Kels attended school 
at Tark Hill and learned to read 
and write. He continued to edu- 
cate himself throughout life and 
became successful in his endeav- 
ors. In the last part of the 1860’s 
Priscilla was forced to give up the 
farm. John Desha had signed a 
surety bond for an elected Mor- 
gan County official. The official 
had to have someone financially 
stable to sign the bond insuring 



that he would faithfully carry out 
the duties of the office he was 
elected to. He failed in some way 
to do as required and Priscilla was 
called on to make good on the 
bond. When she was not finan- 
cially able to do so, the Morgan 
County Circuit Court ordered the 
farm sold to satisfy judgment 
against the estate of John D. 
Nickell. Priscilla could not afford 
legal counsel or raise the required 
funds and Kels said that they had 
to leave the farm. Young Kels 
helped his uncles and brother with 
farm work and cutting timber. 
They assembled the logs into rafts 
along the river and waited for the 
spring rains to raise the water 
level. When the water was high 
enough the rafts were floated 
down stream to sawmills and 
sold. At night they would stay at 
farm houses along the river and 
pay the owners for meals and a 
place to sleep. The water and 
weather were cold in the early 
spring making it dangerous, un- 
pleasant work. Kels told of one 
trip when his uncle Isaac New- 
ton Nickell’s leg became caught 
between the rope holding the log 
raft to the river bank and a tree. 
The heavy raft swung around and 
the rope severed his leg below the 
knee. After the wound healed 
Isaac wore a “home made” 
wooden leg and could do his daily 
tasks almost as well as before the 
accident. 

Kels was married in 1873 to 
Ann Brown from Greenup 
County when he was 18. They 
had a son, John Desha Nickell II, 
in 1874 but things did not work 
out and the marriage was dis- 
solved by mutual agreement. The 
divorce became official Septem- 
ber 8, 1877. John Desha II mar- 
ried Stella Mae Parnell and they 
had five children, Benjamin, 
Louis Power, Catherine, Grace 
and James. 

There being few opportunities 
for a young man in 1870s Mor- 
gan County. Kels decided to join 
the United States Cavalry. Per- 
haps he inherited his Scotch-Irish 
ancestors’ adventurous nature. 
Whatever the reason, he began 
working out his plan to try some- 
thing different as an occupation. 
In August an unusual amount of 
rainfall raised the Licking River 
to a level high enough to take one 
more cutting of logs to market 
before summer. Kels went with 
his brother, Thomas Newton 
(River Tom) Nickell, and brother- 
in-law, Hiram Cisco, down river 



to Morehead to sell the logs. He 
saw this as his chance to make his 
way to Cincinnati and join the 
army as he had planned. They 
successfully floated the log raft 
to Morehead and sold it to a band 
mill. Hiram and Thomas split the 
proceeds with Kels, bade him 
farewell and returned to Morgan 
County. Kels said that he found 
work along the route to Cincin- 
nati in the tobacco fields topping 
and suckering tobacco and kill- 
ing tobacco worms. He made 50 
cents a day plus meals and a place 
to sleep, usually the barn. He ar- 
rived in Cincinnati on September 
1, 1875, rented a hotel room and 
had his first hot bath since leav- 
ing home. The next day he found 
the recruiting station and enlisted 
in the U.S. Cavalry on the condi- 
tion he be sent west. Kels was 
assigned to Company K, 2nd Bat- 
talion, 5th Cavalry Regiment sta- 
tioned at Fort Riley and Fort 
Hayes, Kansas. He traveled by 
train to Jefferson Barracks, Mis- 
souri, for training to become a 
cavalryman. After pulling guard 
duty and completing daily chores 
little time was left for formal 
training. Most troopers left 
Jefferson Barracks with deficien- 
cies in horsemanship and marks- 
manship and had to learn “on the 
job” at their duty assignments. 
The new recruits were issued dark 
blue woolen shirts, light blue 
trousers with the distinctive gold 
cavalry stripe down each leg and 
a black service hat. Most men re- 
placed the poor quality hat with a 
straw or white felt hat from the 
post sutler store after reaching 
their post. Rounding out the uni- 
form issue was a heavy blue wool 
overcoat and black, knee high 
leather boots.

Cost- 
share rates for beginning farmers 
and limited resource producers 
are 75 percent and 90 percent re- 
spectively for all eligible prac- 
tices. 

All conservation practices are 
subject to NRCS technical stan- 
dards adapted for local condi- 
tions. For applications selected 
for funding, an EQIP plan of op- 
erations will be developed with 
the landuser to identify appropri- 
ate conservation practices. EQIP 
practices in Kentucky include, 
but are not limited to, critical area 
planting; pipeline and watering 
facility; grassed waterway; diver- 
sion; and fencing.

Applica- 
tions received after that date will 
be held until the next evaluation 
period. 

WHIP provides landusers an 
opportunity to improve wildlife 
habitat. The program provides fi- 
nancial incentives for installing 
eligible practices on land they 
own or control. The landuser must 
devote at least 10 acres to eligible 
wildlife practices. 

In Kentucky, the primary fo- 
cus of WHIP is to improve early 
successional and forestland habi- 
tats for declining species and 



other wildlife. Restoring remnant 
prairies, planting native grasses, 
shrubs, and trees, implementing 
wildlife beneficial forest stand 
improvements, and creating shal- 
low water areas are some of the 
eligible practices for the program. 
Excluding livestock from sensi- 
tive streams and woodlands is 
also important focus under 
Kentucky’s 2007 WHIP. Since 
WHIP focuses on improvement to 
wildlife cover, food plots are not 
eligible under the program. 

WHIP applications are evalu- 
ated and ranked to determine 
which applications provide the 
most beneficial habitats.

Incentives hope to 
lure Willie Nelson’s 
biodiesel firm to Ky. 

Kentucky officials have ap- 
proved $1 million in tax breaks 
and $120,000 in income-tax re- 
funds to entice Earth Biofuels, 
which makes Willie Nelson’s 
brand of biodiesel known as 
“BioWillie,” to the western tip of 
the state. 

If the company ends up build- 
ing the $ 1 1 million refinery, the 
30 million-gallon-per-year output 
would require 50 workers who 
would earn about $29,000 per 
year. “Biodiesel blends for sale 
at truck stops have between 5 
percent and 20 percent vegetable 
oil with the remainder being tra- 
ditional diesel. BioWillie uses the 
20 percent blend,” writes Robert 
Schoenberger of The Courier- 



Journal. 

“Founded in Mississippi in 

2004, Earth Biofuels signed an 
agreement to use music star 
Willie Nelson’s name and image 
to sell soybean diesel fuel in 

2005. Now based in Dallas, the 
company sells BioWillie in Cali- 
fornia, Texas, Oklahoma, Loui- 
siana, Mississippi, Tennessee, 
Georgia and South Carolina,” 
Schoenberger writes for the Lou- 
isville newspaper. “In sales 
pitches to gas stations, Earth 
Biofuels uses the star power of 
Nelson and others, noting that 
Nelson’s image can help ‘differ- 
entiate your fueling location from 
the 187,000 other fueling loca- 
tions in America.’”

Heavy Snow — snow accu- 
mulating 4 inches or more in 12 
hours or less, or 6 inches or more 
in 24 hours or less. 

Blizzard — sustained winds or 
frequent gusts of 35 mph or 
greater and considerable falling 
and/or blowing snow frequently 
reducing the visibility to less than 
one-quarter mile. Such condi- 
tions must last for a period of 3 
hours or more in order for the 
storm to be classified as a bliz- 
zard. 

Freezing Rain/Freezing 
Drizzle — freezing rain or freez- 
ing drizzle occurs when precipi- 
tation falls in liquid form, but 
freezes on impact with the ground 
or other objects when surface 
temperatures are below freezing. 
Freezing rain results in a coating 
of glaze ice on all exposed ob- 
jects. Damage to trees and power 
lines will be greater when the 
freezing rain is accompanied by 
high winds. 

Sleet — sleet or ice pellet are 
solid grains of ice which form 
from the freezing of raindrops or 
the re-freezing of melted snow- 
flakes. Sleet bounces upon hitting 
a hard surface. Heavy accumula- 
tions of sleet are rare. 

Snot — the term “snow: used 
in forecasts without a qualifier 
such as “intermittent” or “occa- 
sional” means that snow is ex- 
pected to be steady and probably 
will continue for several hours 
without letup. 

Flurries — intermittent snow 
falling at varying intensities. Mi- 
nor accumulations are possible. 

Snow Showers — intermittent 
snow falling at varying intensi- 
ties. Minor accumulations are 
possible. 

Snow Squalls — intermittent 
snow falling at varying intensi- 
ties. Minor accumulations are 
possible. 

Winter Storm Watch — a Win- 
ter Storm Watch is issued to in- 
form the public of the possibility 
of one or a combination of any 
of the following events: blizzard 
conditions, heavy snow, or sig- 
nificant and damaging accumu- 
lations of freezing rain or sleet. 
A watch usually gives 12 to 36 
hours advance notice of the on- 
set of winter conditions.

Winter Storm Warning — a 
Winter Storm Warning is issued 
when a mixture of heavy snow, 
freezing rain, freezing drizzle or 
sleet is occurring, is imminent, or 
is very likely. If only one precipi- 
tation element is expected (i.e. 
snow) then a warning for that 
event will be issued (i.e. heavy 
snow warning). 

Ice Storm Warning — an Ice 
Storm Warning may be issued 
instead of a Winter Storm Warn- 
ing when the only winter weather 
event expected is significant ac- 
cumulation from freezing rain. 
Significant accumulations of ice 
will down trees and utility lines. 

Blizzard Warning — a Bliz- 
zard Warning is issued when bliz- 
zard conditions are expected to 
last for three hours or more. 

High Wind Warning — a High 
Wind Warning is issued when 
sustained winds of 40 mph or 
greater are expected to last for 
one hour or longer, or wind gusts 
of 58 mph or greater are expected 
for any duration. A High Wind 
Warning is issued when the winds 
are not associated with thunder- 
storms. 

Wind Chill Warning — a 
Wind Chill Warning will be is- 
sued for dangerous or life-threat- 
ening wind chills of 25 below 
zero or lower are expected, with 
a minimum wind of 10 mph. 

Winter Weather Advisory — 
Winter Weather Advisories are 
issued for winter weather events 
such as snow, sleet, and/or freez- 
ing rain, that are hazardous, but 
not enough to warrant a warning. 

Wind Chill Advisory — a 
Wind Chill Advisory is issued for 
expected wind chill values of 10 
to 24 below zero, with a mini- 
mum wind of 10 mph. 

Dense Fog Advisory — Dense 
Fog Advisories are issued when 
fog restricts visibility to one- 
quarter mile or less over a wide- 
spread area. 

Wind Advisory — Wind Ad- 
visories are issued when sus- 
tained winds of 30 to 39 mph are 
expected to last for one hour or 
more, or wind gusts of 45 to 57 
mph are expected for any dura- 
tion. Wind Advisories are issued 
for winds not associated with 
thunderstorms.

Stephen Barnett 
and Brandon Ferguson added six 
apiece during the run after going 
scoreless in the first half. 

Morgan did the bulk of its 
damage in the fourth period — 
outscoring the Comets 17-11.
